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Detailed Action 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The instant claim does not clearly define R a , Rb, Rc, Ra, Re and 
Rf. For examination purposes, instant claim 1 will be reviewed based on the claim as 
written. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Omum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 3, 5, 6 and 7 of U.S. Patent 
Publication No. 2003/0091932 A1. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
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are not patentably distinct from each other because the claims include a lithographic 
printing plate, comprising a support with a hydrophilic surface, a coating with an 
oleophilic layer and an alkaline developer and an IR compound meeting all of the 
limitations of the chemical formula included in claim 1 of the instant application. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5 of U.S. Patent Publication No. 
US 2003/0068578 A1. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the reference includes a lithographic 
printing plate, comprising a support with a hydrophilic surface, a coating with an 
oleophilic layer and an alkaline developer and an IR compound meeting all of the 
limitations of the chemical formula included in claim 1 of the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by 
Gaschler et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,238,838 B1. 
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Gaschler teaches a positive-working, radiation sensitive mixture which contains a 
hydrophilic organic polymeric binder, a coating, which is soluble in an aqueous alkaline 
developer and an infrared light absorbing compound (column 1, lines 9-15, 47-56). The 
reference also teaches that the IR compound in Formula 1 (column 2), meets all of the 
limitations for substitution groups and atoms as identified in instant claims 1-10 (column 
2, lines 25-67). Gaschler discloses a pK a range of 9 to 1 1 for the solubilizing groups, 
which is equivalent to a pH of at least 9 (column 4, 41-43). The reference discloses 
solubilizing groups including: carboxylate, phosphonate, hydroxyl, amino, nitro, 
sulfonates and optionally substituted alkyls and aralkyls (column 2, lines 38-53). 
Gaschler also teaches that Z 1 and Z 2 of the infrared compound are preferably 
isopropylidene groups (-C(CH 3 ) 2 -) as in instant claim 7 (column 3, lines 12-13).
